Congressman Phelan Talks About the Chal-
lenge to & Duel,

HE MAEES A CHARGE OF COWARDICE

Agningt the Man Whe Declined to Meet Bim ou the
Field of Honor.

It is the iotention to press the Montana
Senatorinl contest to a vote on Monday.
Evarts and Gray took a leading part in the
debate vesterday, and a flat contradiction
on 3 statement of fael ocourred. Congress-
man Phelan intimates thet the man who re-
fused to fight a duel with him is 8 coward,

WasuaIixcToN, April 11.—In the Senste
to-day the coosideration of the Montans
election ease was resumed, and, as pe Sen-
ator sought the floor, the yeas and mnays
were ordered in the first resolution, and the
vote was sbout being taken when Mr
Evarts rose and suggested that if no Senator
on the other side desired to speak be wounld
proceed to make the closing srgument in
support of the committee’s report.

Mr, Morgan said that he did not care to
address the Senate, but, after hearing the
very able and distinguished lawyer from
New York, he might feel himself required
to say something, either in approval or dis-
approval, and =0 he did pol wish to
understood ns being embraced within any
sgreement that the Senator from New York
should now close the debate in the case.

TALRING ALWAYS INX ORDER.

Mr Evarts said that there was always
understood the right of any Senator to make
any rewarks betore the vote was taken. It
had been wisely said by the Senator from
Ohio (M1, Sherman) that the matter lay in
= nutshell, but it sometimes took time to
find out whether the nuot contained the meat
or only the worm. Therefore an effort on
the one side and on the other to arrive at
the true proposition, which was to affect and
turn the vote of the Senate, could not be
dispensed with,

He then proceeded to state, in detail, the
facts and circumstances of the Montana
election, and to discuss the powers of the
Territorial Canvassing Board, on which he
said there were no limitations imposed by
the statote in words. By that he meant that
its powers were unlimited within the sense
that belonged to the phrase to which it was
applied, and to the subject to which it was
applied.

A BREAK FOR LIBERTY.

Desperate Artnck of Slag Sing Convicts Upon
Their Geard—Armed Men Eent In Par-
suit — The Prisoners Recap-
tured in the Woods,

Sixo Smxe, N. Y., April 11.—One of the
most desperate and successiul escapes ever
made (rom Sing Sing prison oceurrkd this
aiternoon. At about 2:30 o'clock this after-
noon Keeper See took James Kelly and
Michael Feeny, two convicts, to the old
female prison to clean the place,
prior to locking up the prisoners for
the night. As the trio entered the
building, Kelly saw August Clint, s econ-
vict, cleaning lamps, hengeint the only per-
son in the large prison. Kelly grabbed
Clint and pushing him intoa wvacant cell,
locked him in. Feeny grappled with his
guard, and a d " le ensued.
Before he could draw his revolver, See was
felled to the floor by & blow on the forehead

with & bammer which Kelly car-
ned. As  See o get
up  both men jumped wupon him

and told him i1f he wanted to save his life
he had better iay still. They took his re-
volver and keys and bound his hands
They went to Keeper Pierce's room snd
guickly taking off their prison garb dressed
themselves in suits belonging to Pierce.
After they had dressed themselves they
went downstairs into the basement of the
prison, and, unlocking the door, started to-
ward New York City.

As soon us Kelly and Feeny had dizap-
peared Eeeper See recovered enough to sit
up, and finally succeeded in freeing himsell,
He then hastened to the prison office, where
he told Warden Brush what had happened.
The warden atonce dispatched the reserve

rd to look for the prisoners. About
usk the escaped prisoners were discovered
in the woods three wiles from the prison.
The guards immediately raised their car-
bines, and covering the prisoners, ordered
them to throw up their hands and surrender.
Both prisooers raised their hands and sub-
mitied peaceably to being captured. They
were securely bandeuffed and taken back to
the prison.

Germans Assert That the Explorer Had

auti-Stanley feeling there. Herr Reichard,
while lecturing recently, declared that
Stanley, while on his search for
Livingetone, learned from Arabs at
Zanzibar Livingstone's locstion, but eon-
cenled his discovery in order to enhanee his
feat. The lecturer further declared that
Stanley, by threats, had induced Eminto
leave Wadelni, because he himsell had
failed in commercial land grabbing and
speculation, utteriy unredeemed by = bu-
man purpose or 4 feeling tor Emin.

The lecturer read a letter from Count
Stallaire, whose son, the Zanzibar agent of
the German East Africa Company, had
been i1nformed that Btanley'e proposition to
Emin was to collect foroes and go and estab-
lish himsell and found statiops in
Kavirondo, while Stanley would brin
two steamers fromy Mombass an:
join him in an expedition
1o conguer Uganda and Unvoro, and create
them provinees of an equatorial dominion,
of which Emin, with a princely salary,
should be ruler, in the service of the British
East Africa Company. Railways would be
built from the coast through the dominion,
connecting with the sources of the Nile,
This schewe, the writer said, would prove
the grave of the mmmi.llhopuanGﬂ\-
mans.

A THOUSAND STRIKE.

Work on a Dozen Large Unfinished
Buildings in New York City

STOPPED BY WALKING DELEGATES

To Compel the Employment of Union Men
at Heela Iron Works.

ULTIMATUM OF THE CHICAGO STRIKERS

The Journeymen Reiterste Their Demand for an
Eight-Hour Day.

A strike among the building tradesin
New York has been precipitated by the re-
fusal of an architectural iron firm to employ
union men. The Chicago strikers Issme
their ultimatum, from which they say they
will not recede.

[SPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOR]
New Yomx, April 11.—The trouble be-
tween the Housesmiths' Union and Poulson
& Eger, proprietors of the Hecla Architec-
tural Brouze and Iron Works, in Williams-
kurg, eulminated this afternoon in a gen-
eral strike of the workmen employed on
buildings in which the iron work is being
done by that firm. During the noon recess
the Board of Walking Delegates informed
the union men emploved on halfl & dol_eu
large buildings in this eity that a strike
had heen ordered, and at 1 o’clock more
than 1,000 men refused to resume their work,
and, for the most part, left the bmildings
where they were employed. Few of them
knew the resson for the strike, as only the
housesmiths were directly interested in it.
ONLY UNION MEN WANTED.

The strikers in New ¥York were at work
on the Pulitzer, Union Trust Company,
Lancashire, Brown Bros., Mechanies Bank
and Oriental Insuranee buildings, and on
the buildings that are being erected on
Eighty-first street and Ninth avenue. They
comprise housesmiths, plambers, gas fitters,
steam fitters, carpenters, stair builders,
painters, varnishers, marble cutters, hod
hoisting engineers, electric house wiremen,
tile layers and framers,

Last week a strike was ordered on several
of Poulson & r’s buildings in this city,
to compel the firm to employ union men in
the Hecla Iron Works. Only the honse-
smiths stopped work, and the Board of
Walking Delegates threatened then thata
general strike would be ordered il an at-
tempt was made to fill the places of the
housesmiths with non-union men, Charles
Hardy, the shop delegate of the House-
smiths’ Union, says that Mr. Poulson
|.l§ned an agreement with him and the out-
side delegates of Brookiyn and New York
on Thursdsy siternoon.

AN AGREEMENT SIGNED,

By this agreement the firm was to employ
pone but union men, under the nine-hour
rule; that the ﬁlkul% delegates of the
housesmiths’ unions of Brooklyn and this
city should have the privilege of visiting
the company’s shops to learn whether the
workmen were in good standing in their
union,

In accordance with this agreement the
sirides were ordered off, and Shop Delegate
Hardy intended this morning to organize
the Heela Iron Works as a union sho
Delegate Hardy says that heand twooutside
delegates called at the Hecla Iron Works
this morning and asked to be itted to
go through the shops. Mr. Paulson, he
savs, called in his foreman, and pointing
out the de'egate, said: ‘‘These are the mea
who wanot to go throngh ourshops.”” Then he
ordered the delegates to leave the office.
The delegates returned to this city and laid
the matter before the Board of Walking
Delegates, which was then in session. The
Board ol genersl

a strike in all the
buildings where the Hecla Iron Company is
doing work.

WILL FOECE A FIGHT.

Shop Delegate Hardy said to-day that the
Housesmiths’ Union would force Paulson
& Eger to comply with union rules or for-
feit their contracts on the buildings where
other thao union men are employed. There
are about 500 men employed in the Pulitzer
building and about the same number in the
Union Trust Company’s building on Broad-
way, near Wall street.

Meetings were held to-night of the differ-
ent brauches of the housesmith workers of
Williamsburg, and committees were ap-
pointed to confer with the Housesmiths'
Upion and to ask the co-operation of the
Central Labor Union, of Brooklyn, and the
District Assembly of the Knights of Labor,
which will hold their meetings on Sunday.

THE CARPENTERS' ULTIMATUM.
An Eight-Hour Day and Fizxed Wages Is
What They Demand.

Cricaco, April 1L—It is now stated
that each side to the carpenters’ strike has
issued its ultimatum. It bas now settled
down to & question of endurance and the
general impression is that the fight will be
& protracted one. The boss carpenters say
they propose to go to work to fill strikers’
places on Monday next.

About 50 employers, who are nmot mem-
bers of the Master Carpenters’ Association,
neld & meeting to-night, and, after formin
an organization, appointed an Arhitration
Committes to meet & similarcommittes irom
the Journeymen. The new organization is
composed of the smaller bosses, each of
whom employs from three to five workmen.

The Journeymen’s Executive Council to-
night issued another address to the publie,
reiterating the demands for a fixed minimum
rate of wages and an eicht-hourday. A vig-
orous denial is entered to the pleas that the
Masters' Association is a purely social
affair and that the counneil mn{’d not enioroe
its side of an agreement.

JAMES RULGER DEAD.

The Ex-Representative Expired Yesterday
Aftornoon—Death Consed by & Hemor-
rhage of the Lungs—A Histery of the
Young Man's Political Carrer.

Hon. James Bulger, ex-Assemblyman
from this distriet, died yesterday afternoon
st his home, No. 2741 Smallman street.

Mr. Bulger was one of the best known
young men in the city, and served two terms
in the Legislature. He had been ailing for
several months with consumption, and last
Saturday evening be had a hemorrhage of the
lungs, He had been out walking during
the day and greatly overtaxed his strength.
Upon reaching home he was so weak that
he could not stand, and his physician or-
dared him to bed. His condition became
quite eritical, but several times he rallied
and it was thought be would pull through.
On Wednesday he grew worse and owing to
the weak condition of his lungs, he was
given up to die. He lingered until 4:45
vesierday afternoon whes he expired. He
was surrounded by his family and relatives
at nt}m lﬁme.

r. Bulger was 33 rs of and was
married. 8el;e WAS b{?n in &g: Twelfth
ward February 25, 1857, and has been living
in that distriet all his life. He received the
rudiments of an education in the Twelfth
ward school, but bad to forego his studies
at a tender age. He went to work in a
glass hounse, and soom learned the trade.
For several years up until 1888 he had been
keeping a saloon, and his place was the
beadquarters ot the politicians in that
vicinity., At the first term of the License
Court he applied for a retail license but
was refused. He then consented to become
a candidate for the Legislature agninst
Fred Heil, the well-known ex-detective.
Mr. Bulger was elected by a big majority,
and when he went to Harrisburg he had the
honor of being the only Democrat among 16
representatives from Allegheny county.

Priar to his election to the islature, he
had been a school director, and served sev-
eral terms in Councils. He was qaiet and
unassuming in his manner, and was always
found on the Democratic side of any ques-
tion, He was considered the best Demo-
eratic worker in the Twelith ward. Hea
plied for license at the present sitting of the
court, but was again refosed. Sinoce that
time the action of the court seemed to have
depressed him in spirits, The funeral ser-
vioes will be held in St. Patriek’s Church,
corner Penn avenue and Seventeenth street,
Monday morning.
